H. Brown, Philo G. Rockwell, Henry Smith 
and such other persons as may hereafter be associated with them, 
their successors and assigns, are hereby made and declared to be a 
body politic and corporate in law fbr the purpose of buying, im- 
proving, selling, renting, leasing and exchanging real estate, for 
mining earths and clay for commercial and manufacturing purposes 
and uses, for extracting minerals and metallic substances there- 
from, for erecting, selling and renting buildings, such as private 
residences, public ' hotels or boarding houses, factories, shops, mills 
for grinding grains, laboratories and furnaces for .extracting miner- 
als and melals, for sawing and planing lumber, public and private 
bath houses, together with a manufactory for ice and gas, and the 
transaction of all business connected with the purposes herein 
named; said corporation to be located and their business conducted 
in the town and County of Aiken, under the name and style of 
The Aiken Land and Improvement Company, and by that name 
are hereby empowered to purchase, hold, possess and enjoy, to 
themselves and their successors or assigns, lands, tenements, goods, 
chattels and effects of every kind, and the same to grant, sell and 
dispose of; to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, in all 
Courts of justice; to have and use a corporate seal, and adopt such 
roles and by-laws for the government of the company as are not in 
conflict with the laws of the United States and of this State.
